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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The Oversea imports during December were valued at £2,777,193, 
and show an increase of £434,486, or 18-5 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for six months was 
£18,477,039, an increase of £1,846,402, or 11-1 per cent., in comparison 
with the figures for 1915. 

The Oversea exports during December amounted to £4,566,580, being 
an increase of £360,301, or 8-5 per cent., as compared with the cor- 
responding month of last year. For the six months, July to December, 
there was a decrease of £3,400,391, or 14:7 per cent., compared with 
the same period for 1915.

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Public Finanees.—The Public Accounts for December show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,485,141, or £82,490 less than in 
December of last year. During the six months ended 31st December 
the revenue was £8,885,467, being £240,645, or 2:8 per eent., more- 
than in the corresponding period of the last financial year,

On the 31st December, 1916, the Consolidated Revenue Aecount was- 
in debit to the amount of £1,825,963. 


Banks.—The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the- 
quarter ended 3lct December are the large increase in current accounts,, 
and in advances, together with a fair expansion in coin and bullion 
held. Compared with the fourth quarter of 1915, there was an increase 
of £8,833,944 in current accounts, and in the total deposits of 
£9,911,835, Reserves of coin and bullion increased by £732,917 
during the year, and by £563,852 during the quarter. Advances. 
increased during the year by £8,553,601, and during the quarter by 
£3,633,389. The proportion of cash, bullion, and notes to total 
liabilities now stands at 29-4 per cent., and indicates a very firm 
position. Included in the cash held is an amount of £12,028,199 
Government notes, which are now the currency of the State, as against 
£11,414,110 for Decernber of the previous year. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during December was 26,891 oz. crude, 
equal to 26,230 oz. fine, valued at £111,416, and showed an increase of 
8,714 oz. fine, and £07,012 in value, compared with December of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the twelve months was 
£459,370, and showed a decrease of 24,353 oz. fine, and £103,449 in 
value, in the figures for the year 1915. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected:each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in December, 1916, prices were 31:0 per .cent, higher 
than in July, 1914, 0°8 per cent. higher than in December, 1915, and 
0-4 per cent. lower than in the preceding month, Noyember, 1916,

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
December, 1916, 63:1 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 6:3 per 
cent. higher than in December, 1915, and 1:0 per cent. higher than in 
November, 1916. Potatoes and butter fell to the prices ruling in 
October, but eggs increased considerably in price in response to the 
seasonal demand. 


A slight decrease occurred in the price of joints of beef, but this was 
more than counterbalanced by an increase in mutton prices. Pork 
advanced in price after being stationary for twelve months at the price 
proclaimed by law.

Land Selections.—During December, 139 applications were made for 51,694 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 127,963 acres, representing 
586 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. For the year 1916 the number of 
applications has been 1,275, and the area applied for 662,334 acres. 
The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 1st 
January is 1,755,089 acres, representing 3,773 blocks. 


Meteorology.—Bounteous rains were again recorded over almost the whole 
State during December, and the averages generally were exceeded. 
The falls were. particularly heavy on the north-western slopes, and in 
the south-east corner of the State, where some exceptionally large totals 
were recorded; but in isolated places on the south-west slopes and 
North Coast slight deficiencies were noticeable. December was the 
most notable month of the year on account of the exceptional activity 
of the storms experienced, and with respect to the proportion of the 
State sharing a rainfa]l in excess of normal. During this period also 
severe thunderstorms, with destructive falls of hail, were reported from 
many stations. In consequence of these adverse weather conditions the 
wheat harvesting operations suffered considerably, to which reference is 
made in the report on the Wheat estimate, 1916—page 51. 


The temperatures registered were, on the whole, below the average 
during the day, but the nights were rather warmer than usual. 
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Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—December, 1916.—The births 
registered numbered 1,672, equal to 26°30 per 1,000 of population ; of 
the total, 838 were males and 834 females. The rate is not satisfactory, 
being 6:2 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 643, namely, 346 males and 297 females, equal 
to a rate of 10-11 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is very 
satisfactory, being 14 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years. The deaths were below the average in all age groups except 
65 years and over. 

The infantile mortality was 77 per 1,000 births, and is extremely 
gratifying, being 27 per cent. below the average for December of the 
previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
December, 279 new buildings. The total for the twelve months, 
January to December, was 5,051, as compared with 6,066 during 1915, 
showing a decrease of 1,015 for the year. During the year the largest 
number of houses was erected at Randwick with 555, then followed 
Canterbury 541, Waverley 332, Willoughby 243, Rockdale 239, 
Marrickville 212, Ashfield 208, Kogarah 203. During 1915 the 
highest totals were Canterbury 687, Randwick 572, Willoughby 329, 
Waverley 288, Ku-ring-gai Shire 268, Rockdale 264, Ashfield 259.

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No. 66.—Wheat Estimate, 1916. 


Owrne to the lateness of the season and the serious interruptions experienced during har- 
vesting operations, on account of heavy wind and rainstorms, which damaged the wheat 
crops considerably, the task of estimating the probable wheat production with any degree: 
of precision has been rendered exceedingly difficult, if not well nigh impossible. In 
fact, the accompanying figures cannot be looked upon as more than a very rough 
approximation of the harvest results. 


The usual arrangements were made for the collection of the pre-harvest estimates,,. 
but practically these were nullified owing to the exceptionally heavy rainfall during 
December. Crops, which from appearances would have yielded up to 10 bags per acre, 
were knocked down and became hopelessly tangled or were totally destroyed. 1t beeame- 
necessary, therefore, that additional information should be obtained in order to form 
some idea of the probable loss sustained, but in this connection, apparently, the farmers: 
were very loth to furnish an estimate, as it was practically impossible for them to gauge: 
the extent of the damage. Only for the destruction wrought by hail, wind and rain- 
storms the wheat crop would certainly have exceeded 55,000,000 bushels—possibly even 
60,000,000 bushels—but for the reasons given this estimate has been reduced considerably, 
and it is expected that the crop will reach not more than 42,817,000 bushels, giving an 
average yield of 11-4 bushels per acre. There is room for doubt as to whether it will be: 
possible to garner even this quantity of wheat, as the rain made the ground so boggy in 
places that harvesting operations could not be prosecuted ; and, in consequence, there is 
a risk of much of the grain being lost. Much of the hay was stacked in the fields for 
considerable periods, and being exposed to adverse weather conditions, it is probable that 
a large proportion has been damaged or totally destroyed, but it is impossible at this 
stage to say to what extent the actual results of the harvest may differ from the 
particulars furnished herewith. 


The rainfall during December was above normal in almost every part of the State,. 
and was particularly heavy on the North-Western Slopes. Shortages occurred only at 
isolated places and were inconsiderable in amount. ‘There was exceptional activity of 
both monsoonal and the Antarctic storm systems. The former was responsible for wide- 
spread electrical disturbances. Terrific thunderstorms occurred at many places and. 
extremely heavy and destructive falls of hail were reported from many districts. 


The reports from almost all of the principal wheat-growing districts indicate that 
harvesting operations have been much delayed by rain, and that, owing to the excessive 
moisture, the grain in many districts is of poor quality, small, and pinched. The crops, 
in addition to the actual damage caused by wind and hailstorms, were considerably 
affected by rust, smut, take-all, &c., and much of the hay is of an inferior quality and 
discoloured. On the other hand, some excellent samples of grain and hay have been 
harvested. 


Carry-over and Wheat Available. 


Owing to the record harvest during the 1915-16 season, and the difficulties: 
attending the disposal of the crop, the carryover of breadstuffs was very large in com- 
parison with that of previous years. The stocks of old season’s and imported wheat 
and flour held in New South Wales at the end of November, 1916, by millers, bakers, 
storekeepers, produce merchants, farmers, &c., was (in the equivalent of wheat) 2,990,000 
bushels. Jn addition there were 27,580,000 bushels stacked at country railway stations, 
Darling Island, and White Bay, making a total carryover from the previous season of 
30,570,000 bushels, a quantity equal to about two years’ requirements for food and seed. 


Adding the latter figures to an estimated production during 1916-17 of 42,817,000 
bushels, and allowing 15} million bushels for local consumption and seed require- 
ments, there should be available not less than 57? million bushels for export, either as. 
wheat or as its equivalent in flour,
